Extension of War 
Time Authority 
Is Questioned 

President Truman is seeking ex- 
tension of war-time authority to com- 
bat emergencies, such as a strike, but 
Senator Robert Taft, leader of the 
house, contended that this grant of 
authority would be too sweeping. 
Mr. Taft agrees with President Tru- 
man that controls on sugar and other 
commodities will be necessary, but he 
plans to handle the continuance of 
these controls in individual bills 
dealing with, each one, rather than in 
a general measure as President Tru- 
man plans. Mr. Truman made no 
statement on that procedure, but he 
urged that whatever Congress does, 
do it before the March 31 deadline.

Nazi underground leaders were 
captured February 24 in Herford, 
Germany, by a dramatic British- 
American week-end roundup. The 
Nazis planned to send an "ultima- 
tum"to United States and Great 
Britain demanding the setting up of 
a central German government and 
other concessions. If this "ultima- 
tum" were not granted they threat- 
ened deadly germ warfare. About 
31 leaders have been arrested in the 
American zone and many more in the 
English zone. 

A German denazification court on 
February 24 sentenced Franz von 
Papen to eight years at hard labor 
for his activities as the sly ace of 
Adolf Hitler's diplomatic corps. The 
term was considered life imprison- 
ment, since the 68-year-old man is 
suffering from hardening of the art- 
eries and is not expected to live more 

f 

than a few years. 

The public school system of Buf- 
falo, New York, was paralyzed on 
February 24 by a strike of 2,200 
teachers seeking higher wages. The 
teachers were under the guidance of 
Federation President Raymond J. 
Ast, who demands an immediate $500 
cost-of-living increase for the current 
year and a permanent boost of $i,02£ 
a year effective in September. The 
walk-out closed in 61 elementary

Dr. Edwin Minims 
Speaks To Seniors 
On Victorian Era 

Dr. Edwin Mimms, Professor of 
English literature at Vanderbilt, lec- 
turer and author of many books, 
such as The Divinitine Life of Sid- 
ney Lanier, History of Vanderbilt, 
Biography of Chancellor Kirkland, 
and his latest, English Poets, Inter- 
preters of Religion, spoke to the 
Senior classes, April 21, at 7:30 in 
the Anti Pan Club House on the 
subject, "The Victorian Period." 

Dr. Mimms approached his sub- 
ject by reviewing the needs and the 
value of having expressive literature. 
"Literature is vital," said Dr.

Since it 
has life, literature, you will notice 
from your study, changes whenever 
the life of the people change and so 
to study literature is to study all the 
political, economic, social, educa- 
tional and religious changes of that 
people." 

"The Victorian Age," continues 
Dr. Mimms, "was perhaps the most 
glorious and exhilarating age known 
and can be compared only to the 
Elizabethan Age in the scope of its 
advancements in every field." 

"There are five things a national 
literature does for a people," said 
Dr. Mimms," and these in conjec- 
ture with the Victorian Period are: 
1. To make you feel the great his- 
torical events, patriotism and per- 
sonalities of that age. 
2. To give the physical background 
of the people.

Thdi Athletic Association 
should have more power in selecting varsities, 
and Phi Theta members should get eight cuts." 

L. L. JONES, President of X.L.: "There are too 
many required activities that don't leave a stu- 
dent enough independent time. Sports play too 
big a part in campus life; they reach the point of 
cut-throat competition rather than friendly play. 
The clubs aren't emphasized enough; there should 
be more organized campus club activities than 
the regular meetinqs, such as slumber parties." 

AUDREY HORST, President of Del Vers: "Too 
many academic and extra-curricular activities hit 
you in the face at the same time; why can't as- 
signments be made for the term at the begin- 
ning of .it?

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New Top Official 

President Truman appointed Rob 
ert A. Lovett Undersecretary of 
State May 12 to succeed the veteran 
Dean Acheson. He indicates that 
other changes among top diplomatic 
officials are in the making. 

The government's first major 
move to stimulate the rise of new in- 
dustries in the West and South thus 
reconciled equalization of railroad 
freight rates was approved by the 
Supreme Court yesterday after a 2 
year legal battle. On a seven-to-tw'o 
decision written by Associate Justice 
William O. Douglass, the court up- 
held the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission order issued in 1945 cutting 
class freight rates 10 per cent in the 
West and South and raising them in 
the Northeastern States. Interested 
parties in the South estimated the 
decision would save shippers approx- 
imately $2,000,000 a month. 

Benefits of the daylight saving 
time came into effect for Nashvillians 
at 12:01 a.m. on May II. Everyone 
turned their clock up an hour and 
now an extra hour of daylight is en- 
joyed.

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I Percy Priest 
Addresses Chapel 
On World Today 

The Honorable J. Percy Priest, 
Representative from Tennessee, was 
speaker at the Monday Chapel. He 
was introduced by Dr. Robert C. 
Provine, President of Ward-Belmont. 
The subject of his address was, 
"Congress Looks at the World." 

He expressed his belief that poli- 
tics toward other nations' should be 
bi-partisan, and that tne U. S. must 
act quickly in this hbur of need, else 
the world be plunged into another 
World War in i-5 years. 

"The main trouble with the United 
Nations Organization is the veto 
power," tire representative stated. He 
showed that in order to secure a 
change in the Charter, it must be 
ratified by two-thirds of theemember 
nations and must include the signa- 
tures of the big five powers. This 
would cause any big five to have a 
^monopoly on _ the United Nations, 
thus impairing the work of that or-

Lectures to Art 
Club Meeting

"Historians can distinguish the 
trends of time at any age since art 
always reflects the current fads, the 
economic status, and the religion of 
that day. While some artists prefer 
in expressing them- 
selves, others capture dreams, con- 
fusion, or shock." 

Mr. Van Sickle then gave the club 
audience a demonstration of abstract 

matter flow around the frame, never 
allowing the eye to leave the painting. 
This is a law used by all artists. 

The lecture was concluded with 
this question: "Does the serene and 
passive realism of the past fit the 
period of today, or is it personified in 
the driving, shocking, force of ab- 
stract painting"

Before you decide to be a junior al- 
chemist, harken to these words of 
warning to those eager scientists who 
would take chemistry. The only 
thing wrong with chemistry is the 
two-hour laboratory periods which 
accompany the regular lecture ses- 
sions.

President Truman will go to the 
Capitol in person on Monday to ask 

Congress in a message delivered at 
a joint session of the Senate and 
House to authorize interim aid for 
European countries during the winter 
season along lines already outlined by 
his cabinet officers and to lay the 
ground work for action on the Mar- 
shall Plan proper. 

The United Nations General As- 
sembly voted 32-17 to hold next 
year's session in Europe. Before this 
decision became final however, it must 
be supported by a two-thirds majority 
in favore of a bugetary appropriation s 
for the meeting. 

Speedy U. S. action to accept some 
displaced persons as immigrants while 
urging other nations to cooperate in 
a similar fashion was recommended 
by a House Foreign Affairs sub com- 
mittee. 

A U. N. subcommittee on Pales- 
tine received from the Jewish Agency 
for Palestine a proposal that the 
British Government refrain from 
liquidation or disposal of the assets 
of the Palestine Government pending 
the naming of a U. N. Commission 
to supervise partition of the Holy 
Land.
